Boots & Blades 


It is important to develop good 
form in all phases of figure ska- 
ting and by this late date in the 
season, your forward stroking 
should have you looking quite 
like a professional. Lets add a 
little polish to your technique by 
learning how to get around the 
corners of the rink in a-smooth 
and graceful manner known as 
Forward Crossovers. 

Lets start with a few forward 
strokes for a warm-up. Shifting, 
the shoulders so that the right 
arm is forward and the left arm 
is behind, and leaning to the left, 
push with the right foot as in a 
proper forward stroke, placing 
your weight on your left foot on 
the outside edge of the blade. 
Life and cross your right foot 
around the front of the left foot 
placing it on the ice on a forward 
inside edge. (direction of travel 
is counter-clockwise) Shift your 
weight onto the right foot and 
bend the right knee strongly, 
Make a thrust with the outside 
edge of your left blade from 
slightly behind the right foot and 
outside of the curve. (no toe- 
picking). The left foot is now 
lifted off the ice and the feet are 
brought together and another 
forward stroke is made with the 
right foot in preparation for the 
next crossover 

Consecutive crossovers as de- 
scribed, will enable you to com- 
plete a circle of any size. 

After you have practiced this 
lesson in a counter-clockwise 
direction, reverse the instruc- 
tions and try to master cross- 

vers in a clock-wise direction 
This will take a lot of determin; 

tion.

Don’t Hit the Panic Button 


Essentially the Town Meeting has now com- 
pleted the spending part of its action, and is 
getting into the earning part. The spending 
part saw intense anxiety about taxes, a $50 
tax rate, and a lot of nickle and dime argu- 
ments 

In the second half of the Town Meeting the 
voter can discover what the Town Fathers 
should have done during the past year - why 
the taxes are so high. It is the Town Fathers 
who operate the town on a day to day basis’ 
They are the ones who could have made this 
town meeting a little more pleasant by a 
little thinking, and a little more work, instead 
of a year of frantic political operations 


$5.6 Millions Missed 


The sad fact of life, this springtime, is that 
Wilmington’s Town Fathers, in one way or 
another, blocked or delayed the erection of 
about $5.6 millions in new buildings in the 
Past year - buildings which now could be on 
the tax rolls. If those buildings had all been 
erected the tax rate could be expected to be 
$1.65 lower. 

Compugraphic, during the past year, wanted 
to erect a $1.8 million building on West Street. 
There was a public hearing before the Board 
of Appeals, to allow for parking 

Where were Wilmington’s Selectmen - some 
of whom have been telling the public about how 
hard they work. They didn’t lift a finger, and 
Compugraphic was denied the necessary 
variance. As a result it hired space out of 
town, and hired people out of town. The tax 
money isn’t going into Wilmington’s treasury, 
and 100 jobs just evaporated 

Up in North Wilmington there has been for 
the past year a proposal to erect about $1.5 
millions in buildings, on land whieh is properly 
zoned for this purpose. The proposal has 
been stalled on Dead Center by the Planning 
Board over arguments such as “How long is 
the Road Going To Be?" and “Don't Let any 
Salt Cross Route 125 

It is the Planning Board that has been putting 
up those arguments, but it is the Selectmen and 
the Town Manager who must answer to the 
taxpayers. sn’t it possible for Wilmington’s 
Town Officials to go in one direction - a direc- 
tion that favors the taxpayers a little bit ? 

Over in East Wilmington the Stevens Family 
Trust has been erecting commercial buildings 
along Woburn Street. They want to put in a 
substantial development off Eames Street 
which could have had a million dollars in com- 
mercial buildings during the past year. 

Again they are up against the same foolish 
argument - and there is no other word for it 
How Long is the Street Going To Be? 

The land is correctly zoned - there is plenty 
of space, Just - How Long is the Street Going 
To Be? 

And. Wilmington's Taxpayers are paying for 
those arguments - dearly. 

Lastly, there is the Apartment Housing 
Last year, as this year, there was a firm that 
wanted to erect apartment housing in East 
Wilmington worth about $1.4 millions. They 
were prevented, by the tactics of the Wilmington 
Planning Board.

During the past year this type of Apartment 
Housing was investigated by a consultant em- 
ployed by the Wilmington Planning Board - or 
if the reader will - the Taxpayers of Wilming- 
ton * 

His report was most interesting. He said 
that Apartment Housing could be good for the 
Town - that it would pay better than ordinary 
housing, and that there would not be as much 
of a burden on the schools. 


At this moment it is not known what the Plan- 
ning Board will recommend at the Town Meet- 
ing, on Saturday - “but~the taxpayers may 
remember that a consultant, paid for with 
town money, did make a report to the Planning 
Board, and they can expect to get the benefit 
of that report, in the Town Meeting. 

Incidently, it is worth while noting that muni- 
cipal assessors, more and more, are in favor 
of apartment housing. Someone should ask the 
Town Meeting for the thoughts of Wilmington’s 
Assessor, Mr. Krzeminski. 

It is to be regretted in this year 1971 that 
the taxpayers of Wilmington will be paying up 
to $1.65 more on their tax rate than they would 
have paid - had the Town Fathers really been 
on the job. 

It is also to be regretted that they understand 
the art of spending money, but have yet to de- 
monstrate that they are aware they must take 
in money too - or else it is the homeowner who 
will have to pay and pay. 


Sidewalks 


The first thing scheduled for Saturday's 
meeting is the discussion of sidewalks. They 
suddenly became political, this year, after the 
Town Meeting last year cut out money for this 
purpose. 

Sidewalks are needed near the schools. The 
Town Engineer has been working on a program. 
He should be supported. 

Article 24 is for a Financial Modeling Pro- 
gram for Wilmington. It may not sound like 
much, but it is part of a good planning program 
and planning can save money in the long run. 

The next article is for tennis courts, skating 
rings, and lights. The town got rid of a Plan- 
ner, in the first session of the Town Meeting, 
and hired three more baseball umpires. The 
chances for this article (25) to be accepted 
are good, as in the case for the next article. 

There shouldn't be much argumant about the 
next few articles. This column firmly believes 
in the leasing of the Veterans Clubhouses. In 
past years the town has saved money because 
of this - and there are services by these men 
of whom no one hears. Vote for it 


Street Acceptance 


If the town is fortunate there will not be too 
many arguments on the articles for accepting 
streets. Much of it is cut and dried, but there 
are a few voters who want to talk. Follow the 
Town Manager - he knows what the score is. 


Bridge Lane Zoning 
This may be an article that will try men’s 


souls. The owner of Wilmington Ford has 
some land, across on Bridge Lane which 


appears to have been already filled in. It 
abutts the some-time-to-be bridge over the 
Boston and Maine Railroad.

The trouble is that the adjoining land- Hobson 
Avenue, Dewey Avenue, etc., is wet. It is low- 
land, and people dug cellars, years ago. The 
present home owners are unhappy, and one of 
Wilmington’s politicians has been, if the reader 
will pardon the words, “‘puddling around’’. 

There are homeowners there who are con- 
vinced that the only thing to do is to dig a 
ditch. to Lubbers Brook, and another ditch, 
across Main Street. Perhaps a ditch and 
pipeline across Main Street would help, but 
the level of water at Lubbers Brook is not 
very much different than the level of water in 
the area, and a ditch there would be of little 
or no help. Money for such a ditch was appro- 
priated a few years ago, but action was stopped 
by one of the landowners, and later the money 
was transferred to another purpose. 

To put in homes in this area means that the 
old Wilmington technique of building cellars 
UP must be used. In other parts. of town 
homeowners started at ground level, and built 
up, and then filled in around their cellars. 
In this area there were homeowners who dug 
DOWN. That, unfortunately, was a mistake. 

The best way to get rid of the water, is to 
fill, to build up, to get above the water. This 
is a fact of life. Unfortunately, again, there 
are those who believe that one man is going 
to flood out another, when he fills, or does 
something to his property, and it isn’t too 
long ago that a Wilmington selectman shifted 
his vote, in a Hatch Act hearing, on just this 
argument. Of course the fact that there were 
a dozen voters on one side, and only two on 
the other had nothing to do with his decision. 

Anyway, the voter can be prepared for a lot 
of oratory, from well meaning people. This 
column thinks the voters should affirm, rather 
than deny the article

wanted, and didn’t get, for its new plant last 
year. The Town is now being asked to vote on 
it, because of the adverse ruling by the Board 
of Appeals. 

The Planning Board will probably say No. 
This column says Yes. The way things are the 
only thing the owner can do is pay taxes. His 
property is half industrial and half residential- 
half fish and half fowl, and good for neither. 


Garden Apartments 


The next two articles are now Old Friends of 
the Town Meeting. Each year the Planning 
Board succeeds in downing these articles, 
They have now been amended, and refined, and 
all the dross is just about swept down the 
river. 

Apartments are badly needed in Wilmington. 
Young men, out of the Army, with their new 
brides, have to live in out of town apartments, 
for the lack of housing in Wilmington - and 
these are the young men who a few years ago 
graduated from Wilmington High School. One 
of them is employed in the Town Crier office. 
His wife, too, works in Wilmington. They 
have to live in Lowell,~and drive 10 miles 
each way each day. 

There is a definite hardship on the young 
people of Wilmington. The Planning Board 
is drivig them from their own home town. 

And - of course - the proposal is a money 
maker for the town.

Dear Larz: 

T wish to comment on an item 
that’ appeared in the March 4 
issue of the Town Crier under the 
heading of Selectmen's Meeting. 
which was in relation to a state: 
ment reportedly made by James 
Sullivan of 707 Woburn St. with 
reference to the Buzzell School. 

‘To quote the newspaper account, 
“On Monday, his daughter had had 
to rush out without a coat, due t 
some unspecified emergency 
Since Mr, Sullivan elected to voice 
his concern to the Selectmen 
rather than to a member of the 
school staff. I would like to pro- 
vide the following information 
with regard to the “unspecified 
emergency” 

. On Monday. March Ist, a mal- 
function of the boiler, which is 
located in a concrete, fire-re- 
sistant vault in the basement of 
the building. caused the fire 
alarm system to react just as it 
was designed to do. As the alarm 
sounded throughout the building 
it was also relaying the message 
to the central fire station. Under 
such conditions the teachers and 
pupils have been repeatedly made 
aware that the building should be 
evacuated immediately. without 
any attempt to gather up cloth: 

ing or personal belongings. Such 
procedure is the only reasonable 
way to avoid costly delay and con- 

fusion which, in the event of a 
fire, could well have tragic conse 

quences. ‘The prompt. efficient 

and very orderly evacuation of 
the building. which took place on, 
this occasion. was a source of 
much satisfaction to the teacher 

and to the principal. It was a 
positive indication that the safety 

lessons covered in the fire drills 
which are held frequently through 

out the school year, had been 
well taught. and the children were 

responding in accordance with 
this teaching. 

The Fire Department responded 
immediately and in a matter of 
a few minutes the building was 
declared safe to re-enter 

Further reference in the same 
newspaper report of March 4th 
was also made to a statement 
which indicated that there were 
no lights in the girl's basement 
room at the Swain School. I wish 
to rect this inaccuracy by 
pointing out that there are four 
separate lights providing ample 
illumination in this area 

T would like to suggest that when 
parents are concerned about a 
situation which involves a’ pir- 
ticular; school, it, would he; Bt the 
interest of better. understanding 
if they would communicate with 
the teacher or principal of that 
school. When this procedure is 
not followed. misunderstandings 
and sometimes erroneous infor. 
mation can be the result

A letter to the Editor: 

A response to “The Engineer 
vs. Mr. Clark” 

‘This letter is in response to an 
article, “Thoughts on First Ten 
Hours, 1971 Town Meeting” ap 
pearing in the Town Crier on 
March 18, 1971. There might be 
“little deep regard between the 
writer of the article”, Judy 


Pierce, “and some of our town 
Officials”, but it also appears: 
that there is little or no deep 
Tegard between that writer and 
the reporting of facts as they are. 
1 did not take issue with the 
town engineer, Mr. Harding at 
the town meeting, nor have I 
ever indicated that the “drainage 
problem in my area...seems to be 
largely the fault of our engineer."” 
1 directed a question to the town 
manager as to how and where 
$25,000 earmarked for drainage 
was to be spent. When I did not 
receive a definitive answer, I 
inquired again as to the use of 
the money, as a culvert which 
was purchased for West Street 
and indeed was on the side of the 
road. was taken from the site, 
and hence, it was apparent that 
the money to be used for. drain- 
age on West Stfeet, was not 
used for its intended purpose. 
As taxpayers, to want to know 
how our money is to be used cer- 
tainly is our right, not our pri- 
vilege. 

When we contracted to have a 
house built on West Street, the 
culvert was on the side of the 
road near the old culvert which 
was damaged by a truck used in 
construction of route 93. We did 
act in good faith with the builder 


and with town officials all of 
whom indicated that the culvert 
‘would in fact be installed. It has 
become poignantly clear that our 
good faith was not justified. Since 


the new culvert was purchased 
for and brought to West Street, it 
did appear certain that the town 
had every intention of draining the 
area. and not, as Judy Pierce 
writes, that “Now the gentleman 
seems to feel that Mr. Harding 


and the taxpayers should rush 
right down there and drain it for 
him 


The entire tone of the article 
from the opening caption to the 
end was one of judging with Judy 
Pierce acting as the entire Judi- 
cial process. quite a task for one 
individual to pompously assume.

Description of the Proposed Pro- 
Jeet. 

The proposed relocation of Route 
129 commences at the intersection 
of Aldrich Road and Shawsheen 
Street (Route 129) and proceeds 
in an easterly direction across 
the abandoned Middlesex Canal 
across the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, across Brand Avenue 
to a point on Main Street (Route 
38) for a total distance of 2500 
feet 

‘The proposed project is by and 
large built on a fill area with a 
paved surface of 44 feet (two 12 
travel lanes, two 10° paved shoul- 
ders), Sidewalks will be con- 
structed on both sides of the 
proposed roadway.

The Wiser Street and Taplin 
Avenue construction will provide 
local through traffic to Route 38 
from Brand Avenue. 

Shawsheen Avenue will be dead- 
ended with a culdesac at its 
southerly end near the present 
intersection with Route 38. 

The Propable Impact of the Pro- 
posed Project on the Environment. 

There is no apparent detrimen: 
tal impact on the natural environ- 
ment of the area within which the 
proposed project will be con- 
structed. 

There will, however, be beni 
cial impacts on the area in general 
and to the area around Wiser 
Street specifically. ‘There is an 
Apparent severe water problem in 
and around Wiser Street. The 
proposed project will span the 
gap left in Wiser Street by the 
present swamp, Surface drain- 
age will be forced to the approxi- 
mate midpoint of new construc- 
tion in this area and subsequently 
be piped to newly installed town 
drainage in the area of Lubber 
Brook. The conventional cross 
section design of Wiser Street 
will, in our opinion, relieve the 
sorface water" probtem in ‘this 
area. It is our opinion that’the 
existing drainage problem in this 
area will be relieved to some 
extent 

Additionally, on the Route 129 
relocation approximately 200° 
east of Aldridge Road the pre 
sent culvert will be removed and 
a closed drainage system will 
divert surface drainage to the 
ibundoned Middlesex Canal and 
subsequently away from a water 
shed area 

‘The section of the Middlesex 
Canal which will become an in- 
tegral part of the proposed pro- 
ject will start a precedent we 
feel will be of considerable his- 
torical benefit, It will be a start 
toward public ownership of this 
canal which does have historical 
signivicance. The deplorable con- 
dition of the area of the canal will 
certainly be reversed by public 
ownership. 

The proposed design creates 
minimum damage to tree life in 
the area and the use of tree wells 
as a contract item will save 36 
trees which would have been lost 
by previous standards 

The inclusion of sidewalks on 
the Route 129 relocation will be 
beneficial to the aesthetics and 
safety of the pedestrians using 
them.

Probable Adverse Environmental 
Effects. 

‘The only probable adverse en- 
vironmental effects which cannot 
be avoided should this project 
be implemented are the taking of 
six homes within the proposed 
right of way, and the taking of 
one home immediately adjacent 
to the proposed construction 
Alternatives. 

The alternatives to the proposed 
project are 

‘The widening of the present 
Route 129 to bring it up to Fed- 
eral Aid Secondary Standards 
would have dictated the disrup- 
tion of possibly twenty families 
while not giving the horizontal 
and vertical alignment good 
engineering requires. 

The second alternative is no 
action on the route at all which 
is not in the best interests of the 
citizens of either the immediate 
area, the town in general or the 
Commonwealth. The present 
Toute 129 bridge over the Boston 
and Main Railroad provides very 
poor and unsafe vertical sight 
distance. A new bridge in this 
location would further compound 
this problem, The present sec- 
tion of 129 which will go off the 
system can at best be described 
as unsafe to the pedéstriai’ and 
motoring public: " 

Short Term Relationship with 
Long Term Productivity. 

This project can be catergorized 
as one which will maintain and 
enhance the long-term produc 
tivity of the area in terms of 
safety and practical and aesthe- 
tic values. The project will 
develop a better aesthetic en- 
vironment through —_road-side 
beautification which will endure 
and become more valuable as 
time passes. 
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Commitments of Resources. 
The only readily identifiable 
commitment of resources is the 
labor and materials associated 
with the construction and main. 
tenance of the proposed project. 
Problems and Objections. _ 

During the Public Hearing for 
corridor location held on August 
5, 1970 plans were displayed 
which showed the proposed re- 
location of Shawsheen Avenue 
(Route 129) as beginning some 
300" easterly of Aldrich Road 
It was suggested that this point 
of relocation be fixed at Aldrich 
Road itself, thereby eliminating 
an intersection and 
providing a smoother traffic dis 
persal pattern. This suggestion 
has been incorporated in the 
Design Plans presented tonight. 

Members of the Environmental 
Action Committee have investi 
gated the potential effect of the 
proposed project on certain emer: 
gency services with respect to 
the residents of the Wiser Street. 
Magazine Street and Brand Ave- 
nue neighborhood. While it is a 
fact that existing routes of en 
trance to and egress from the 
subject area connecting with 
Shawsheen Avenue and Main 
Street will be altered. it is also 
a fact that if a new section is 
added to Wiser Street. as pro- 
posed, that certain approach 
Toutes to Shawsheen Avenue and 
Main Street will be substantially 
shortened for some locations with: 
in the neighborhood. It is there- 
fore our conclusion that the worst 
effect of this project in this re- 
spect will be on the driving habits 
of certain residents who will need 
to make a few simple adjustments 
to become accustomed to the use 
of anew traffic pattern 

‘The Department of Public Works 
will erect a suitable commemora 
tive plaque on the proposed re 
construction of Route 129 at the 
crossing of the Middlesex Canal 
This plaque will note the histori 
cal significance of the Canal and 
further serve as a catalysis in 
the possible restoration of the 
Canal, The proposed design for 
the Canal crossing is for an arch 
pipe with riprap on the embank 
‘ment on either side. 

Minimizing Adverse Effects. 

The selection of the relocation 
corridor has in our opinion mini 
mized the displacement of homes 
in the area. Our reloca' 
sistance will further help in re- 
ducing the damage.

Dwight Speaks to Students 


Students at Wilmington High 
School had their questions ans- 
wered candidly Tuesday morn- 
ing by Lt. Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, Donald Dwight. The 
questions were thoughtful and 
covered a range from State to 
Federal government, The ans- 
wers from Dwight were opén and 
unreserved. 

The Lt. Governor was invited 
to speak to the students enrolled 
in a Problems of Democracy 
course, as part of a program of 
Jack Lynch, Coordinator of Stu- 
dent Activities to bring interes- 
ting and revelant speakers to the 
school. He was at the High 
School from 9 to 10 a.m. 

Before the question and answer 
period, Dwight commented on the 
various areas of services offered 
by the State, Mental Health, Edu- 
cation, Public Welfare. The 
State also is concerned with 
other services which affect the 
quality of life such as pollution. 
parks, recreation, rehabilitation, 
even to the salting and sanding 
of roads in the winter.
